Mobile home ban voted

except in mobile home parks.

~The ordinance, prepared by City 
‘Attorney John Papa, stipulates that any 
newly-placed- mobile homes must be 
confined to multiple mobile home 
developments whose plans have ad- 
vance city approval. No additional 
isolated mobile homes ‘are to be 
authorized, 

Led by Third Ward Alderman Paul 
Fisk, council members said there has 
been frequent misrepresentation about 
mobile homes. 

Such misrepresentation often deludes 
neighbors into giving their approval, 
only to learn later that the cir- 
cumstances or placement details differ 
substantially from those originally 
destribéd to them, it was related. 

Fisk cited one example in which there 
were three instances of site purchases 
by an individual. In all three cases, a 
different party obtained mobile home 
installation permits, Fisk said, adding 
that inone case a third party became 
the occupant. 
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He called for legal action against any 
subterfuges that have occurred, and 
said theprobable motiye is property 
tax avoidance. 

Taxes initially are paid on the basis of 
an unimproved lot; people then pay a 
kind of personal property tax on a 
mobile home, meanwhile depreciating 
it in three years, and then pay 15 cents 
per square foot of livable’ space, Fisk 
told the council 


The alderman last month said he 
favored Madison County’s approach, in 
which special. use permits can be 
granted to place a mobile home outside 
a mobile park for a specified period of 
time.

In every 
case, the probation resulted 
from plea bargaining by the 
state’s attorney’s office and 
the defense attorneys, 
Mosele contended, showing 
details from the files to 
support his claim. 

“They pick seven cases of. 
the thousands of criminal 
sentencings I have done in 
the last eight years, and the 
thousands of civil cases, and 
most ‘of the cases cited are7 
five or seven years old, 
Judge Mosele said. 

“One thing the people do 
not realize, but these at- 
torneys opposing me do, is 
that Iby law, there is a 
presumption of probation in 
any case not involving death 
or serious injury.

The 
transition will be painful, but not nearly 
as painful as the depressed state of the 
economy that would result from cqn- 
ltinually having to prop up a lemon 
industry.” 

Senators Schweiker and Heinz spid

“The study the Carter administration 
has tried to keep under wraps contains 
convincing evidenge that its regulatory 
policies have imposed, and will con- 
tinue to impose, staggering costs on 
capital-starved metals industries. Data 
in the study confirms that the metals 
industries, especially steel, are hurt far 
more by incremental control costs than 
other industries reviewed,” according 
to Schweiker and Heinz. 

“It demonstrates that efforts to force 
industries which have already achieved 
high levels: of pollution control to even 
higher levels are highly questionable in 
terms of cost-effectiveness,”’ they 
added. 

“The handling of this study raises 
serious questions about the ad- 
ministrations good faith in dealings 
with the steel industry. It belies the 
administrations rhetoric about concern 
for the jobs of steelworkers 

“We think the EPA's inexcusable 
action is part of a pattern which 
inescapably points to a clear Carter 
administration policy of indifference to 
the further deterioration of the already 
heavily-burdened steel industry,’’ 
according to'a joint press release by 
Schweiker and Heinz.

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SIUE education leads to 
career at mapping agency 


Sharon Hawk of Edward- 
sville; Brenda Ropac of 
Granite City and Carl Dixon 
of Godfrey have chosen a 
highly specialized career 
field that rarely gets média 
attention, but one that rates 
high in the current 
marketplace. The three 
graduates of Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville are car- 
tographers. 

A rather simplistic 
definition of a cartographer 
is a ‘maker of maps.” Yet 
there is nothing simple about 
the duties and respon- 
sibilities being carried out by 
these people now employed 
by the Defense Mapping 
Agency Aerospace Center 
(DMAAC) in St. Louis. 

Aeronautical charts, 
digital data, flight in. 
formation publications 
space mission’ charts, ang 
technical data are but a fe' 
of the many products and 
services provided by 
DMAAC to the nation’s ar- 
med forces, manned space 
program, and allied 
governments, according , to 
David Black, public affairs 
officer for the agency. 

Just how did these young 
people get attracted to such 
a career field? 
because they found that 
geography has taken new 
directions. 

Noble Thompson, 
associate professor of earth 
sciences, geography and 
planning at the university, 
said that geography (where 
the cartography program is 
located in the SIUE scheme 
of things) is no longer con- 
tent to merely describe 
where faraway places are 
and what they look like. 

Today's geographer also 
considers where things 
should be in order to provide 
the most amount of good for 
the most people. “We don’t 
have much to say about 
where the mountains are,” 
Fred Lampe, another 
asociate professor in the 
SIUE academic department, 
said, “but, in the whole 
realm of -human activities, 
there are critical choices to 
be made,”

The ambitious Granite 
City resident completed the 
requirements for her un- 
dergraduate degree 
geography al SIUE in 3 
years and is currently 
Working toward a master’s 
degree. 

Miss Ropac tailored her 
college studies after 
DMAAC's job descriptions 
and qualification 
requirements. “I had 
already decided on 
geography,’”” she said, 
stating that she fully en- 
tended to go to work for one 
of the regional federal 
agencies long before she 
graduated. 

Once they are hired, 
employees at such agencies 
as DMAAC are encouraged 
to keep abreast of the 
changing technology through 
additional education, For 
example, changes in car- 
tography. alone during the 
past 10-20 years are 
phenomenal fteen years 
ago, cartography did not 
deal very much with com 
puters. Tdéday -almost 
everything they are doing 
has computer involvement,’ 
Black said. 

DMAAC provides 
employees with 
options for keeping up with 
the changes and broadening 
their knowledge base in 
mapping, charting and 
geodesy. One option allows 
employees, on a competitive 
basis, to go to school on a 
full-time long-term basis at 
distant campuses. They also 
have the option of attending 
classes relevant to their 
work at nearby universities. 
And finally, the agency 
operates an’. in-house 
education program. 

DMAAC_ became _ ex- 
tremely interested in SIUE 
graduates in 1977 when the 
agency needed more than 350 
eartographers for its cruise 
missile project. Today, the 
hiring continues, and’ two

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Rule that sales tax 
on coupons is illegal 


The Illinois Department of 
Revenue is . reminding 
retailers that it is now illegal 
to charge sales tax on any 
portion of a sale paid for by a 
newspaper coupon or other 
non-reimbursed coupon. 

As the result of a Sept. 29 
Illinois Supreme Court 
decision which, held that 
retailers may charge a tax 
only on the amount of money 
actually received, not on the 
price of the. merchandise 
before the coupon value is 
deducted. 

The rule does not apply to 
“vendor” coupons, where 
the manufacturer or 
distributor reimburses 
retailers for the redemption 
value of the coupon. 

Retailers who have con- 
tinued to charge tax on the 
value of the newspaper or 
non-reimbursed coupons and 
have notrefunded the tax to 
their customers must report 
such tax as overcollections. 
Retailers connecting the tax, 
but not reporting the 
collections on Department af 
Revenue tax returns could 
be subject to serious 
penalties for such violations 
of the: Retailers’ Occupation 
Tax Act, a spokesman for the 
Department of Revenue 
warned. 


Retailers who have 
routinely absorbed all or 
part of the tax on store 
coupons, or who have 
refunded. such a tax may- 
apply for credit memoranda 
within the current statutory 
period, if they can show 
proof that they bore the 
burden of’ the tax, the 
spokesman added. _

Sisters of Divine Providence Midwest Province began 50 years ago 


By JINNY TUETKEN 

On Jan. 3, 1921, five women 
boarded a train in Pitt. 
sburgh, Pa., enroute to the 
Midwest. These women and 
those who soon followed 
played a role in the history of 
Granite City. 

‘Sisters Pascal 
Pachomia Biel, Armella 
Sammer and _ Mathilda 
Vogler were the first Sisters 
of Divine Providence to be 
assigned to the Midwest and 

§ the now St. Elizabeth 

Medical Center. They were 

accompanied« by the 

Reverend Mother Aloysia, 

who later returned, to Pitt- 

sburgh and appointed Sister 

Pascal as superior and 

superintendent of the 

hospital. 

This year, the Sisters of 
Divine Providence are 
celebrating the golden an- 
niversary of the founding of 
theif Midwest PréVince, now 
based in St. Lowis. 

The province 
established in August 
almost 10 years after 
first sisters arrived in 
Granite City. During that 
time,' the province was 
‘temporarily under the 

fisdiction of the Pittsburgh 

vince.

The first U.S. province was 
founded in 1876 in Pitt- 
burgh.

At about same time, 
ther Peter Kaenders, 
stor of St. Mark’s Catholic 
| shia in Venice, was 
| leoking for a religious order 
i to staff St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, which he had 
purchased several years 
earlier, 

Father Kaenders had 
purchased the hospital in 
1911 from. the Lutheran 
Hospital Assocition, which 

\ opened the hospital in 1904 
but was forced to close it six 
years later due to financial 
difficulties. 

There e problems that 
beset wr Kaenders from 

ithe beginning. He had dif- 
ficurty staffing the hospital 
and, from 1911 to 1921, there

were three groups’ of 
religious orders which 
worked in the hospital. 

These were the Missionary 
Sisters, Servants of the Holy 
Ghost; The Precious Blood 
Sisters; and the Hospital 
Sisters of St. Francis, from 
Springfield, who left the 
hospital in 1918 

From .1918 to 1921, the 
hospital was staffed by 
secular and lay help. 

With the help of friends in 
St. ‘Louis in 1920, Father 
Kaenders learned of the 
Sisters of Divine Providence 
and persuaded them. to 
purchase the hospital for 
$50,000 in order to keep his 
dream of a Catholic goes 
alive. 

The sisters were also laced 
with problems when: they 
arrived, including several 
unpaid debts and unsanitary 
conditions 

Frank Schwarzkopf was a 
driver for Lahey Fun 
Home at the time the first 
nuns arrived to take charge 
of the hospital’and was often 
a driver for the sisters, 
taking them to St. Louis for 
supplies and on outings. He 
recalled that he was the 
driver of the car that met the 
sisters at Union Station in St. 
Louis the day they arrived. 

“The first few years were 
difficult, but they worked 
hard and made it pay. off,’” 
Schwarzkopf said. “Without 
the: hospital in operation, 
people who were in need of 
meflical care would have had 
to be driven to East St. 
Louis,”’ % 

Mrs. Elizabeth LaVelle 
was a bookkeeper at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital the year 
the nuns arrived. At the age 
of 16, she began working in 
the hospital after graduating 
from the eighth grade at St. 
Mark’s School. 

Mrs. LaVelle said Father 
Kaenders requested that she 
take the job at the hospital; 
however, he said, he would 
be unable to pay her wages. 


Mrs. LaVelle was among ' 


many staff members who 
worked without pay or for 
inadequate wages before the 
nuns arrived. Many of them 
worked out of devotion to 
Father Kaenders or the 
church. 

Due to the understaffing, 
Mrs. LaVelle said, she often 
helped with the care of the 
patients, by answering call 
lights or reading to the 
patients when the nurses 
were busy. 


Many times, Mrs. LaVelle 
recalls, money was 
borrowed at the request of 
the pastor from his friends in 
Granite City, in order to pay 
the hospital’s bills or the 
wages of some of the em- 
ployees. 

“He would tell me to go to 
Gus Lohmann or George 
Reinman and ask for money 
to cover the 
LaVelle said. 
they could help 
sometimes they couldn't, 
and we always seemed to 
just get by.” 

At that time, the cost of 
staying in St. Elizabeth 
Hospital was $14 per week 
for a room in a ward and 
$17.50 to $20 per week for 
private or semi-private 
rooms 

Because Father Kaenders 
wasn’t able to pay enough 
people to staff the hospital 
and keep it in good condition 
it was in desperate shape 
when the Sisters of Divine 
Providence arrived. 

While waiting} to be 
greeted by him, a nurse 
arrived and told the sisters a 
train wreck had occurred 
and they. were desperately 
needed. 

The sisters found no linens 
an no hot water bottles, and 
had to heat bricks to/keep the 
patients, from gol into 
shock. 

‘They found that the linens 
were-at the laundry/in town. 
When the clean linens were 
delivered, it came with a 
$110 bill for back services. 

This was not the first. The 
sisters found. that. the 
hospital was ih debt 
throughout Granite (City and 
had not paid the employees 
for some time. 

Under the burden of un- 
paid bills, understatting, 
inadequate supplies and 
unsanitary Pie tin they 
began working to fevitalize 
the hospital. 

They began by cleaning. 
The covering on the floor 
was in such bad condition 
that it need to be scraped. 
For the lack of. other tools, 
this was done with wieces of 
glass. 

Much of the. work heeded 
in the hospital was’ done by 
the nuns themselves, Paint 
and material for j curtains 
were purchased for the 
patient rooms, { 

For some time, the sisters 
were busy after visiting 
hours nailing up seaffolding, 
painting rooms and /hanging

curtains. 

But even with the 
problems faced by the 
sisters and the staff of the 
early St. Elizabeth Hospital, 
they always had time for 
each other and remained a 
family. ‘‘Everyone cared 
about each other,” Mrs. 
LaVelle said. ‘The doctors 
were interested in everyone 
at the hospital and always 
listened to what you had to 
say.” 

“The doctors were great,” 
said Schwarzkopf.’ “Doctor 
R. W. Binney was a won- 
derful doctor, and he always 

jad a sense of humor. 

eryone at the hospital 
was very good to me. For 
many years, I was not 
charged for medical care for 
me or my. family,” he said, 

His wife, Agnes, later 
became the first vice 
president of the Hospital 
Auxiliary 

One of 
favorite 


Schwarzkopf’s 
people at St 
Elizabeth was a nun wh 
arrived in 1922, Siste: 
Euphrosine. “She was a very 
devoted person,” he said 

“She worked all the time. 
And when a patient was vey 
ill, she would pray. beside 
their bed all night. 

“Sister Euphrosine was 
from Germany and knew 
very little English, so she 
would pray in German. 

“She lost one leg during 
World War I and had a 
wooden one, During the 
night, you could often hear 
her walking through 
hospital to check on the 
patients.’” 

She was well liked by. all 
the doctors and, for some 
reason, Dr. Binney gave her 
the nickname of ‘Corky.’ 

Gradually, conditions 
began to improve at the 
hospital. Through donations 
from many people in the 
community, the sisters 
began to get things in order. 

Dr. L. C. Harlan of 
Madison donated in- 
struments, and an: x-ray 
machine was purchased by 
the sisters. 

The hospital elevator was 
powered with electricity 
obtained from the nearby 
mill, until a generator could 

bought. Bed pans were 
lonated to the hospital by its 

'3¢ woman patient, and the 
Altar Society of St. Mark’s 
Church gave the sisters a 
linen shower. 

Soon, a shortage of beds 
became acute.

When their first obstetrical 
patient arrived, there were 
no beds available, so Sister 
Pascal gave up her own 
room and slept on the floor of 
the laboratory. 

It was not long before two 
more rooms were needed 
and Sisters Pachomia and 
Armella were the next to 
vacate their rooms and sleep 
on the floor. 

The sisters realized that 
something must be done 
about providing a place for 
them to sleep other than on 
the floor, and a place to do 
the laundry was necessary. 

Sister Pascal also realized 
that one important factor to 
a hospital was a nurses’ 
training, school in order to 
secure stable nursing help.

She- commissioned the 
construction of three 
buildings to be used for all of 
these purposes. Although the 
hospital was still on shaky 
ground, the sisters risked a

This was only the first of 
many additions to the

In 1930, the Sisters of 
Divine ‘Providence at the 
hospital were separately 
incorporated, and were 
known as the Sisters of 
Divine Providence of Illinois.

‘Two former presidents of 
the Illinois State Bar 
Association have taken issue 
with the group over its 
failure to support the 
legislative cutback amend- 
ment in the Noy. 4 election. 

Barnabus F. Sears and 
Henry L. Pitts, both past 
presidents of the Illinois 
State Bar, have expressed 
strong support for approval 
of the proposed amendment. 

‘The proposal, which seeks 
to reduce the size of the 
Illinois House from 177 
members to 118 and which 
also seeks to abolish 
cumulative voting, was 
ordered on the ballot by the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 

The court acted after the 
Mlinois legislature changed 
the rules in the middle of the 


petition drive to prevent this , 


first-ever binding citizen 
initiative in the history of 
Illinois from coming before 
the voters. 

In speaking of his dismay 
at the decision of the Illinois 
State Bar to oppose the 
cutback proposal, 
President Pitts stated, 
“Informed citizens generally 
will perceive our stand — 
that of the Illinois State Bar 
— as being indistinguishable 
from that of a number of 
trade associations, many 
whose leaders privately 
favor the proposal but 
believe it would be unwise to 
take that stand and thereby 
incur the wrath of some 
current political leaders.” 

Pitts continued, “Many of 
the critics of the ISBA 
contend that the Illinois 
State Bar Association and 
the organized bar in general 
are primarily mere trade 
associations, seeking to 
advance their own special 
interests, even where they 
may impinge upon the 
broader public interest. We 
have given our detractors a 
persuasive example to 
support their argument.” 

I ‘argued successfully 
before the Supreme Court to 
get the cutback amendment 
on the ballot. I have been told 
off the record by attorneys 
that some members of the 
Illinois State Bar publicly 
oppose the amendment 
because they fear the anger 
of legislators who are 
fighting to prevent a ‘‘yes”’ 
vote by Illinois voters. 

In contrast to the state 
board group, the Chicago 
Bar Association recom- 
mends passage by the voters 
of the legislative cutback 
amendment on Nov. 4.

PINK BALLOT (County propositions to 
lower maximum tax rates)— 

No major campaign is being waged by 
either proponents or opponents of the three 
tax cut proposals. They were filed to-block 
inclusion on the ballot of more stringent 
reductions affecting three other Madison 
County governmental rate ceilings. 

In the Federal Aid Matching Fund, it is 
proposed to lower the rate limit from the 
present five cents on each $100 assessed 
valuation to four cents. In the County 
Bridge Fund,‘ the question is whether to 
reduce the five-cent ceiling to 4% cents. 
And in the County Highway Fund, it! is 

to decrease the ten-cent rate 
limit to nine cents. The tax slashes,
